Many of us notice this time
of the year that the leaves on
many of our evergreen plants
show dead or dying areas at
the tip or in ecircular spots on
the leaf itself. One of the most
noticeable at this time is the
leaves on our avocado trees.

Leaf burn of avocado is
caused in the main by sodium
or chloride accumulations in
the leaf and an inadequate
water supply which necessi-
tates our continyed irrigation.
In years of normal or above
normal rainfall, this type of
damage is not 40 prominent.

The moat frequent type. of
scofch’ in “avocado, leaves' is
commonly  described ‘ag “ti
burn_which, ‘starts  at 'the tip
of ‘the . léaf: and progresses
down the blade and sometimes
along the margins.
